Frank B. Moore Studying the 
Languages. 


IS ALSO SEEING THE SIGHTS. 


Been Abroad Since Last January, and 
Will Not Return Until First 
of the Coming Year. 


The trustees of the First Congre­ 
gational church, of which the Rev . j 
.tames Parsons is th£ able and popu-4 
lar pastor, last night awarded to Geo. \ 
Kilgen & Sons, of S t Louis, the con-j 
tract for furnishing and installing inj 
the church, by the first week in De­ 
cember, a $3,000 pipe organ.

The 
trustees 
also

to 
August Wendt, of St. Louis, the con­ 
tract for decorating the interior 
of 
the church, the contract price being 
$800, and the work is to be finished 
within fiv e weeks. 
In connection with the abov e, there 
is to be other work done that will 
require an expenditure of 
possibly j 
a couple of hundred 
dollars. 
This • 
latter includes the raising of the plat­ 
form upon which 
the 
organ is tO| 
stand; the placing 
of an oak chancel 
rail in front of the choir; a founda­ 
tion for the motor that is to furnish 
the power for the organ, and fixing 
the roof so that ev en a v eritable all- 
night downpour would not permit the 
water to leak through and 
damage 
the ceiilng. 
Rev . Parsons stated to the Demo­ 
crat today that there was already in 
hand, in pledges and in sight other­ 
wise, $3,000, of which all except about 
$40 was subscribe 1 by the members 
of the church, and plans are well In 
hand for raising the remaining $1,000. 
Considering that $650 was raised on 
E aster and applied to church debts, 
surely the members of the First Con­ 
gregational church 
are 
to be con­ 
gratulated upon their liberality in a r­ 
ranging for beautifying their house of 
worship as outlined abov e. 
The organ that is to be installed by 
Kilgen & Sons is of about 23 speaking 
stops, which, together with the pedal 
and other combinations, giv es 33 or 
34 stops. 
It 
includes 
practically 
ev erything needed in a church organ, 
being two-manual and will be ran by^ 
an electric motor. 
With the installing of this organ it 
is the intention to giv e a grand con­ 
cert, with some of the v ery best out- 
of-town 
talent 
participating 
with 
home talent. 
The decorations by Mr. W endt are 
to be on an elaborate scale. 
The au­ 
ditorium of the church, Sunday school 
room, ladies’ parlor and entrances are 
to hav e the walls cleaned, a coat of 
hard oil sizing 
applied, 
and then 
three coats of lead-color paints, to be 
followed by artistic decorations. 
The pastor’s study, 
annex to the 
ladies* parlor, kitchen, 
infant class 
room and back hallway are to be dec­ 
orated in distemper colors, and it is 
safe to say that when all of the work 
is completed there will be no hand­ 
somer house of worship 
in Interior 
Missouri. 
There will be no preaching serv ices 
at the church while the work is being 
done, but 
the Sunday school 
and 
church societies will hold their regu­ 
lar meetings in some one of the rooms 
of the edifloe.

Will Look After the Painting. 


Mr. Frank B. Moore, a former Se- 
dalian, now editorial writer on the 
New York Commercial, and who has 
been sojourning in Europe, v *siting 
the Hoiy Land and Italy, since the 
first of the year, writes entertainingly 
from Paris, where he has been for the 
past few weeks. 
The following ex­ 
tract from a recently receiv ed priv ate 
letter may be of interest: 
“Am pleasantly located near the 
Louxemburg 
Gardens, 
in 
a 
little 
French hotel, where they iot ont> 
cannot speak a word of English, nor 
understand it, but I don’t think they 
ev er heard it, at least not often. How 
do I get along? 
Well, one does hav e 
all the trouble you can imagine until 
he learns the language. 
Ev en the 
cabmen, 
who 
ev erywhere 
usually 
know a few words of English, here 
don’t know a single word. It 
looks as 
if ev erybody is satisfied with Paris 
and its language. 
“And it is the real thing, too, Pari­ 
sian accent. 
Why, I can now ‘parle 
Française’ like a Missourian, and I 
am struggling with 
the names 
of 
thiugs like a Turk. 
Hav ing a pretty 
good ear, 
I am learning to imitate, 
like the Chinese. 
This is the real 
thing, and you’v e got to learn some­ 
thing or you can’t eat. 
You nev er 
really pronounce anything, but just 
hit the high places with your tongue’s 
end. 
“I could learn Italian, for they nev er 
slip a syllable. 
In both languages 
some words look like English and 
sound like Chinese, while others hav e 
no apparent relation to the subject. 
Imagine asking for a towel and calling 
it ‘acheeagomanee’! (Italian) 
“The French are v ery polite and 
courteous. 
You hear ‘merci* (thank 
you) on ev ery hand. They hav e paid 
nie the compliment of mistaking me 
for a Catholic priest, as I learned from 
a Buddapest 
clergyman, who 
has 
apartments at the same hotel. 
My 
daily dev otions 
are made 
at 
the 
Church of St. Etienne du Mort. 
’Tis 
one of the superior churches, yet in­ 
ferior to the Roman edifices. 
“As it is midsummer, the rich folk 
are out elsewhere in the world for the 
most pari, leav ing Paris in the hands 
of the people—the plain people, so I 
see them at the daily grind. One point 
of difference with us is, they are less 
boisterous and 
l don’t think 
a soul was blown 
' sent to the 
hospital on ‘Juillet . 
the anniv er­ 
sary celebration of the ‘Fall of the 
Bastile.’ Yet they had a riorous time. 
All the boulev ards looked like Coney 
Island. The city furnished^orchestras 
and bands 
at scores of places, and 
men, women and children danc?d on 
the streets (all waltzes) in the after­ 
noon, and at night until 3 j ’clock next 
morning. The people all ‘hav e an a^Y 
but on the whole are not good-looking 
I like it here—ev erybody does, but as 
Mrs. Partington (anc 
right) 
raid, 
‘comparisons are odious,’ an« l, there 
are other places. 
“My stay in Italy was delightfully 
interesting. I can now t- 1! the differ­ 
ence between a Doric H u m n and a 
log cabin or a Greek sculpture and a 
piece from a modern stoneyard—and 
that helps some in the full enjoyment 
of life. 
“Had an audience with the popé (as 
I might hav e told you), did Venice, 
Florence, Milan and climbed one little 
peak in Switzerland. 
I forev er con­ 
cede that country’s claim to scenery. 
“Will go from here to St. Peters­ 
burg, v ia Berlin, thence to Moscow, 
returning through Central Russia to 
Budapest, Vienna 
and 
to London, 
v ia Brussels. 
After a few weeks in 
the British Isles will sail for New 
York aoout the first of the year.”

Parkhu rst, “bu t I am perfectly willin g 
to tell y ou what I kn ow’ abou t him as 
the architect of ou r n ew chu rch, an d 
as on e of the pleasan test gen tlemen I 
ev er met.

an ce compan y ’s bu ildin g, which was 
erected n ex t to ou r chu rch, it had to 
be demolished, the chu rch lookin g like 
a mishapen dwarf n ex t 
to 
athletic 
gian ts, an d as we were an x iou s to 
keep ou r location , the chu rch com­ 
mittee an d I thou ght perhaps a n ew 
chu rch cou ld be bu ilt, with particu lar 
architectu re in 
harmon y 
with ou r 
mon u men tal n eighbors. 
“We hardly thou ght that the great 
firm of McKim, Mead & White wou ld 
u n dertake the bu ildin g, for they had 
most of the fu tu re importan t con stru c­ 
tion s of New York in then * han ds, 
wou ld n ot care to solv e ou r difficu lt 
problem. 
Howev er, 
we determin ed 
there wou ld be n o harm in speakin g 
to them abou t it, an d Mr. White im­ 
mediately said he w ou ld be prou d an d 
glad to make the plan s of the n ew 
chu rch; that it wou ld particu larly in ­ 
terest him to do that particu lar work.
